Let's think for a minute what would happen if the 20 WPM test were eliminated 
tomorrow. You would see the following; 


+ Lots of Advanced amateurs would study for the extra theory and 
advance 


+ Lots of Generals would study for the Advanced and Extra and 
advance 


+ Many Technicians (code and no-code) would see a light at the 
end of the tunnel and would advance - creating more coded 
amateurs 


+ The average amateur would have a much higher class 


+ The knowledge level of the 'average' amateur would be higher 
as they advance 


+ There would be more phone use on HF 


+ The average code speed of amateurs would probably stay about the 
same as there would be more at 13 WPM but fewer at 5 WPM and 
20 WPM 


- There would be more instances of phone transmissions interfering 
with code transmissions 


Yes - there would be an impact on code operators. But there would be the 
same impact with any increase in the number of amateurs - and all of these 
new HF operators would know at least 13 WPM. The number of HF operators 
who only know 5 WPM would decrease.
